DESTROYED BY DYNAMITE.

The Terrible Fate of Two Well-Dig-
gers in Union County.

From 8. J. Richardson, who lives in
Union County, N. C., your .

‘ dent learns news of a terrible and fatal

vamite explosion, which ocourred on
the premises of Mr. Mark Austin, in
that connty, on the 15th inst. Two men

| were in a well at the time of the explo-

gion, (alpepper Austin and Mack Chap-
man, aod both were badly mangled.
Austin died at 9 o'clock that night, and
Chapman is oot expeoted to live. The
scene of the affair is twelve wmiles west
of Monroe, near the South Carelins line,
The two men were down in the well blast-
ing, using dgnlmile cartridees. They
prepared & charge and fired the fuse
when they were drawn to the top to
await the explosion. The cartridge flash-

| ed, or failed to fire, and they desoended

into the well to take it out, and while
they were handling it it exploded. They
were drawn to the surface in an insensi-
ble condition, with their blackened bodies
shattered and bleeding, Austin was Jit-
erally torn into shreds, and it was seen
at once that there was no hope for his
life, He waos carried to his house where
he lingered until 9 o’clock, when be ex-
ired. He had received almost the full
orce of the explosion and his body was
mangled in a shocking manper. Austin
leaves a young wife but no children, His
body was buried the day following the
acoident. Mack Chapman, the see-
ond victim of the accident, who is in all
humsn probability dead by this time,
was a frightful speotacle to look upon,
Both his arms were blown off and one of
his eyes was put out, besides other seri-
ons injuries abont his body. Chapman
leaves a wife and a large family of chil-

IMPORTED LEAF TOBACCO.

Instructions of the Becretary of the
Treasury in Reference to Classifica-
tion for Custom,

Wasninaron, Dec. 12.—The Secreta-
ry has written a letter to the oollector of
customs at New York in to the
correctness of a former decision relative
to the provision in the law of March 3rd,
1883, placing a duty upon leaf tobacco fit
for wrappers. That decision held that in
order to be dutiable at 75 cts, per pound,
when unstemmed and $1 per pound when
stemmed, the packing containing the to-
baoco to contain 85 per oent. fit for wrap-
pers, of which more than onc hunired
leaves are required to weigh a pound.
The decision thus made the packages
units of quantity by which te determine
whether the merchandise conformed to
the statatory standard. 1t has been cer-
tified by persons interested that there are
tmo desariptions ol tobaeco known to the
trade—one KnOWa Xy wrapper tobageo and
the other as filler tobaceo, and farther
that all of the class known as wrapper to-
bacco may bowever not be fit for wrap-
pers, or be of sufficient lightness of text-
ure (o require more than one hundred
leaves to weigh a pound, so that when
the tobacoo belonging to the wrapper
olass is found not to eonform to this statu-
tory standard in two respeets it falls into
the provision for tobacco mot otherwise

rovided for, dutiable at 35 ets. a pound.
,l"he Seoretary says that thia reasoning
would make the class of tobseeo the test,
pot the quantity contsined in the pack-
ages and that he thinks that these views
are entitlad to severe consideration. No
evidence has been prescated on the part
of importers since the case was originally
decided. As prelimioary to any larther
